I le 
said the Shantung provision, of 
the treaty was entered into hy 
the American government with- 
out knowledge of the secret 
treaty between Japan and the al- 
lies lor the transfer of the Ger- 
man concession in Shantung in 
Japan. 



With railroad machinists and 
shopmen threatening to strike all 
over the country, the railroads 
have declared an embargo on live 
stock shipments. Local cattle 
buyers were notified of the em- 
bargo has also heen declared on 
shipments of eggs, poultry and 
other perishable stuff- Local 
poultry and egg buyers are no- 
tifying their customers of the. 
emergency which has arisen. 

So far a general railroad strike 
has not yet been declared, but the 
situation is becoming precarious, 
and there is no telling what may 
be the outcome. Associated 
Press dispatches tell of the de- 
mands being made by labor upon 
Congress for the enactment oi a 
law. which will take the railroads 
out of private control forever, 
have them operated by the gov- 
ernment under a profit-sharing 
basis with the workmen. It is ;i 
far-reaching innovation, and un- 
doubtedly marks the coming of 
the crisis in railroad affairs. 

Local stock bdyers are being 
put to prospect of severe losses 
under the embargo for many 
have cattle contracted for deliv- 
ery at once, which must be ta- 
ken, and unless something is done 
at once their losses will be quite 
heavy. 

The claim of the raiiroad work- 
ers is that under the present high 
prices, they are unable to pay liv- 
ing expenses at present wage 
scales and they are threatening 
wholesale strike to enforce thei 
demands. *! 

President W ilson and leaders .,t 
W ashington are gjving the mat- 
ter most serious attention. It 
will be interesting tu note what 
the present Congress will do in 
answer to the demands of the 
railroad workers'

Telephone Conditions; 

While the property has been properly maintained, it is not the 
same property which the government took over on August 1 , 1918. 
It is not as adequate for its job or as well manned as it was. That 
it is not, is no way the fault of Federal control, which was eminently 
fair. It is due to causes for which neither the government nor the 
companies are to blame. 

A year ago today we were at war. Labor and materials needed 
for both telephone operation and construction were turned to mili- 
tary uses. Some materials were so vital to the carrying on of the 
war that even the work of providing telephone facilities for the gov- 
ernment was retarded and no part of them could be spared for com- 
mercial telephone purposes. 

No less vital was the government need for those skilled to create, 
maintain and operate the vast intercommunication systems neces- 
sary in modern warfare and in the conduct of the vastly increased 
government services. 

Thousands of telephone men were already at the battlefront. 
Thousands more were under arms, and still telephone experts and 
skilled operators went into the service of the government and con- 
tributory industries by the tens of thousands. 

The reserves of plant and equipment were drawn upon until they 
were entirely used up, and the experienced staff was gradually de- 
pleted. To find others to take the places of those who had gone 
was difficult. To train them takes time. 

During the year came the victory and the armistice; and instant- 
ly the business world sprang into intense activity. The demands 
for telephone service passed all former records. 

To replace the exhausted reserves which had been carried for just 
such purposes and to replace the skilled forces to meet this unpre- 
cedented emergency, there began a rush for construction, for re- 
adjustment, for high pressure repairs, for feverish extensions. All 
these must be continued with increasing effort. 

The return of the property comes in the very midst of this race 
between an overpowering demand, and an upbuilding of a system 
whose growth was held back and whose forces were -scattered by 
the vital needs of war. "H- 

Much progress has been made in the upbuilding of this system, 
but far more is still required to meet the swift growth of business; 
and also to give "first aid" to every business and every other service 
struggling against an unprecedented demand. 

The prosperity which creates this emergency in service creates 
also a scarcity of those desiring employment in the service. 

Under such conditions telephone service generally has not been 
and could not be up to the pre-war standard. It is beyond human 
power to immediately overcome the handicap which the situation 
imposes. 

There .are no people in any public or private endeavor who are 
working more tirelessly or strenuously for the common good than 
those of the telephone companies. Service has always been given; 
more of it must be given and it must be improved. That improve- 
ment in some cases takes months. Eventually service must win 
the race with demand.
